The nomination of Governor 
Johnson of California for the 
vice presidency was practically 
assured when, after a cnfer- 
ence, It was stated an arrange­ 
ment iiad been made whereby 
Judge Ben Lindsey withdraws 
in favor of Johnson.

The convention was called to order 
again at I.SO. 
At 1:50 Comptroller

placed Col. Roosevelt in nomination.

“Thla gathering owes Its being to a 
mighty proteat against those who tried 
to poison the well of democracy." He 
declared that his candidate is a na­ 
tional aaset. with success written in 
every page of his career. 
After reviewing Rooaevelt'a career, 
he declared: 
“As the crusaders

selves to God and country, so we con­ 
secrate our lives to service that dem­ 
ocracy ordained by divine power may 
endure.

The call 
was for fancy stock, which at its pres­ 
ent low figures is selling in prefer­ 
ence to cooking butter or the cheaper 
grades that come into heavy nim when 
the price of butter soars over 50 cento 
a pound. Only 685 pounds of cheese 
camo in. There were no changes in 
quotations. 
Potatoes are moving along in the 
regular routine way. The market for 
them is sluggish end the northern 
stock that is coming In la not moving 
as rapidly as has been expected. Yes­ 
terday the receipts were 687 sacks. 
Onion arrivals were only two sacks 
from the outside. They brought the 
same figure as they have been bring­ 
ing for a month, the supply and de­ 
mand being very evenly'7 balanced ai 
this time.
